Lynch, commonly known ns Conili^) Lynch is a leading 
national speakor for the National States Rights Party (NSRP) and 
other hato-type groups. Ly noli apparently is unemployed at 
prosent and presumably receives some form of compensation for his 
speaking efforts. He has at times reportedly boen a member of the 
NSRP and Klan groups; however, Bufiicc do not reveal a continuing 
membership for Lynch in any of the hato-type organizations. 

Ho has advocated the uso ot violonce against minority 
groups and has been convicted of assault with a deadly weapon. 

Lynch again came to tbe attention of tho Bureau 
regarding threats to FBI personnel when, during a speech on 
10/28/65 at Nat^koz, Mississippi, Nhe referred to FBI Agents as

Ho is 
alleged to have said ho would kill FJI Agents or nnycr.o oleo 
if they molest his family or employees. During ox: interview 
on D/20/65 by Bureau Agouts for a similar comment, Lynch denied 
making any such otatomout but was hostile to tho Agents. 

It is pointed out that while Lynch tray not currently 
have a hate group organisational affiliation, ho is a very 
prominent hato group personality and has boon very successful in 
stirring up violence in tho past. For this reason, counter¬ 
intelligence measures taken against him should be conducted as 
though ho v/ore one of the leading officials of a gi-oup such as 
tho NSRP or tho Elan. 

Lynch's automobile bears a California registration 
and he was last known to rocido there. lie follows a peripatetic 
way of life and may appear at any placo throughout tho country. 

For tho information of all offices receiving this 
airtcl it is to bo noted that although Lynch drives a 1958 
Cadillac, four-door sedan, white over pink, boaring 1965 California 
license plate number LXX C91, he doo3 not havo a valid California 
drivors license, his liccnso having been suspended by the State of 
California effective 8/5/63. Operator's license number Z405029 
has not beon surrendered or reinstated* 

The Bureau dosires that offices in whoso territory ho 
may appear be alert to advise the Dureau immediately, with a 
recommendation as to a reliable law enforcement agency v/hich can 
be advisod ho is driving without a valid license and which can be 
relied upon to toko appropriate action v/lthout revoaling the 
Euroau.'6 interest. 

Tho Los Angeles Office is further instructed to be alert 
to immediately advise the Buroau and interested offices in the ovent 
Lynch's drivers license is reinstated by tho State of California. 

This information is being sent to the designated offices 
inasmuch as Lynch has visited those areas in the past, is 
scheduled to visit these areas or is likely to visit those areas.

For the information of the San Francisco Offioe which 
did not receive a copy of referenced communication, LYNCH, 
commonly known as Connie Lynch, is a leading national speaker 
for the National States Rights Party (NSRP) and other hate-type 
organizations. He receives some form of compensation for his 
speaking efforts. LYNCH has been reported as a member of the 
NSRP and Klan groups, and he has advocated violence against 
minority groups and has been convicted of assault with a deadly 
weapon. In addition, LYNCH has referred to FBI Agents as "Nigger 
babysitters" and "haters of all white men", and to have stated 
that he would kill any FBI Agent who tried to exert his authority 
on him. 


It is noted that LYNCH drives a 1958 Cadillac, pink In 
color, bearing California license LXX 891, however, he does not 
have a valid drivers license, hl3 California license. No. 

Z405029, having been suspended by the State of California, but 
never surrendered by LYNCH or reinstated. 

The Bureau desires that offices in whose territory 
LYNCH may appear be alert to advise the Bureau immediately, with 
a recommendation as to a reliable enforcement agency which can 
be advised that LYNCH is driving without a valid license and 
which can be relied upon to take appropriate action without 
revealing the Bureau's Interest. The Bureau has further instructed 
that the Bureau and interested offices be advised If LYNCH's 
drivers license is reinstated by the State of California. 

The San Francisco Office, at Sacramento, California, 
is requested to, through an established source, at the Department 
of Motor Vehicles, discreetly place an appropriate "stop" at 
DMV In the event LYNCH endeavors to obtain a new license or his 
old license is reinstated.

You are being forwarded under separate cover a 
supply of three different postal cards to be mailed by your 
office anonymously to a selected number of known Elan 
members. The supply of cards furnished is approximately 
equal to the number of individuals you indicated are present 
klansmen in your territory for whom you had a residence or 
business address. 

The Bureau is not suggesting that these cards be 
sent to each of the klansmen whose addresses you have and 
it is being left to your discretion as to the extent of 
coverage you desire. In some areals where there are fewer 
klansmen, total coverage may be desirable. In other areas 
you may want to cover only a portion of the Klan members. 

The Bureau feels, however, that sufficient distribution 
should be made of the cards to insure that considerable ^ 

Klan attention is drawn to them and that they will thus / 

have the opportunity to serve the disruptive purpose for 
which they are intended.

As you will note upon receipt of the cards, they 
question the secrecy of the klansraan's membership and also 
question the use by Klan leaders of Klan funds. The Bureau 
feels these are two points in which the Klan organizations 
are quite vulnerable. 

Obviously, it would serve no purpose to send a card 
of this nature to the top Klan leaders who are publicly identi¬ 
fied as such and who are themselves the ones who might be 
suspected of misusing Klan funds. Other Klan members have 
also been publicly identified and would have no fear of 
additional public disclosure. 

Every precaution must be taken to insure that the 
source of these cards remains anonymous and that any possible 
connection with the FBI is avoided. You should insure that 
there is no widespread discussion of these cards among clerical 
or Agent personnel and that only a limited number of individuals 
necessary for their preparation and distribution are aware of 
this program. The cards should be prepared by your office by 
addressing them by hand or on an older typewriter which does 
not have the business style type. If prepared by typewriter, 
insure that no typewriter used for outside correspondence is 
used in preparing these addresses since the Klan may attempt 
to obtain specimens of Bureau correspondence for comparison 
purposes. Also, if addressed by hand, block printing or some 
other change in normal handwriting should be made to avoid any 
possibility of comparison with normal handwriting of Bureau 
employees. However, changes in handwriting should not be so 
extreme as to show an obvious effort to disguise. 

A four-cent stamp should be affixed and no return 
address should be shown. The cards should be dropped in 
outlying mailboxes, but none should be mailed from headquarters 
city or from a Resident Agency city. The mailing should be 
spread over the period of a month for each card and only a 
small number should be mailed at one time or at one place. 

Every effort must be made to avoid giving the Post Office 
officials the impression of a mass mailing. If an office 
feels it is desirable to do so, a portion of the cards may be 
prepared and sent to a neighboring office for sporadic mailing 
from an entirely different territory.

To obtain maximum benefit, you should consider mailing 
the cards to the klansman's business address and in some instances 
also to his residence since the former will tend to publicly 
identify him as a klansman, and the latter may cause dissension 
m his family. You must be certain that this mailing is limited 
to those individuals who have been positively identified as Klan 
members. One card should be selected for mailing during each 
of the next three months. When the mailing of each card is 
completed, you should advise the Bureau under the above caption 
of the total number of cards mailed that month. 

Informants are not to be advised regarding the mailing 
of these cards but you should be alert to any information 
volunteered by informants regarding the cards and advise of 
any positive results achieved.

The Reverends Charles Rawlings 
and Paul Younger, two white minis¬ 
ters who have been active in Cleve¬ 
land's civil rights struggle, have 
seized leadership in the effort to 
persuade a number of white subur¬ 
banites and a few professional Ne¬ 
groes that “JFK" House deserves 
their support. 

According to Lewis Robinson, a 
zealous, determined, entirely sin¬ 
cere young Negro, whose immaturi¬ 
ty led him into the ill-advised pro¬ 
posal that a gun-club was the end 
answer to Cleveland's mounting ra¬ 
cial tensions, these well-meaning 
suburbanites have been told that 
JFK House ( a name derived from 
John F. Kennedy and Jomo Ken¬ 
yatta) Is a project designed as a 
neighborhood “operation boot¬ 
strap." 

At other times, we have been 
told that JFK House was designed 
to “bring the kids in off the streets 
and let them know that somebody 
cares*’ The inference was that the 
youngsters would find here whole¬ 
some recreation and the kind of 
adult guidance that would prompt 
them to become better citizens 
through the acquisition of broader 
values and a quest for additional 
productive skills. 

Unfortunately, under Robinson’s 
guidance, It developed into a place 
where teen-agers gathered and mill¬ 
ed around looking for something to 
do. Their most widely publicized 
activity turned out to be an unpro¬ 
voked attack on two white persons 
who happened to encounter them m 
“their territory." Even though the 
Center has stoutly disclaimed any 
responsibility for the attacks, it has 
never, among a large segment of 
Cleveland’s Negro population, com¬ 
pletely absolved itself of some 
strong suspicions that one of the end 
products of JFK House might not 
have been an intensification of their 
angers and hatreds of a white power 
structure which has subjected “Our 
Mr. Robinson’’ to some excessive 
retaliation for his openly-expressed 
aacrracrahnn dlSCTim- 


, Certainly Robinson and his spon¬ 
sors are aware that JFK House is 
not needed as a recreation center. 
The area around it or within easy 
reach of the youngsters it purports 
to serve, abound with such centers, 
among them Addison Road YMCA, 
The Bell Center, Glenville YMCA, 
Cedar YMCA, Fairfax Recreation 
Center, and scores of school build¬ 
ings which can be used if sufficient 
citizen interest and citizen volun¬ 
teers are corailed. 

There is also some doubt in our 
minds of the basic philosphy behind 
JFK House, and that of both the 
Reverends Rawlings and Younger. 
Before either became widely known 
for their militant views m racial 
matters, there is little evidence that 
they held substantial positions of 
leadership in their own white world. 
It may be ingratitude of the first 
magnitude for Negroes generally to 
suspect the motives of some of their 
white friends who strive so zealous¬ 
ly not so much to HELP as to 
LEAD Negroes along the path to 
equal opportunity and dignity. 

Other white ministerial leaders, 
Protestant, Catholic and Jewish, 
have made large contributions in 
the area of race relations by using 
the positions of leadership and res¬ 
pect they have earned in the white 
world to change the climate in suour- 
ba, and in their own congregations, 
for acceptance of the Negro on a 
level of equality and to see that he Is 
accorded equal justice in the courts 
and in the market place. 

Certainly the Negro youngster 
needs’ no lessons in hate, growing 
out of misunderstandingof the forces 
that have fenced him into the crowd¬ 
ed ghetto and placed him at the end 
of the line at the hiring hall. 

Until we have a clearer picture 
of what he will learn at JFK House— 
and who will teach him, we shall 
remain reluctant to give it our un¬ 
qualified approval. Certainly as a 
vehicle upon which the Reverends 
Rawlings and Younger expect to 
hance their reputations as “saw >•* 
of the Negro,” we, thus far, stroni- 
ly disapprove its encouragennr'-.

the San Antonio, El Paso, Phoenix and Los Angeles Offices, 
these postal cards were mailed on a staggered basis between 
6/21/66 and 6/24/66 in small towns along a route starting 
in the area of Del Rio, Texas, and proceeding through the 
El Paso area, the Phoenix area and the area of Riverside, 
California. This plan was followed to leave the appearance 
these cards were being mailed by some individual traveling 
westward along this route. 

I I has reported several Houston Klan members 

have recently discussed receipt of this second postal card 
and there has been open speculation that these cards were 
being mailed by representatives of the Anti-Defamation League, 
with the cooperation of the Department of Justice. The FBI 
has not been specifically mentioned in connection with this 
second mailing. Informants report there has been no additional 
discussion of any plan in the Houston area for such postal 
cards to be reproduced and mailed to miscellaneous individuals. 

PROPOSED COUNTERINTELLIGENCE OPERATION BY HOUSTON OFFICE: 


The Bureau was advised by airtel and LHM on 6/15/66 
of a cross burning Incident occurring at Cleveland, Texas, 
in the early morning hours of 6/15/66, participated in by 9 
members of the UKA known as Harris County Unit No. 1. 

In accordance with instructions set out in Bureau 
airtel to Houston dated 6/22/66, all of the above communica¬ 
tions being in the UKA file (Bureau file 157-370), the Bureau 
instructed that all klansmen involved in these cross burnings 
be interviewed in order to neutralize such activities in the 
future if possible. 

The Houston Office has completed interviewing 
all of the individuals involved except two and they will be 
interviewed when they can be located within the next two 
days. These interviews were mixed with interviews of 
approximately 10 other individuals designed to divert suspicion 
from our informant.

Office, Houston, Texas, where it has been reviewed by a 
Bureau Agent, and where it can readily be reviewed by anyone 
browsing through such records. Commercial firms regularly 
review these records in order to supplement their mailing 
lists for advertising purposes. 

The Houston Office proposes the following action 
in order to further disrupt and confuse the Houston UKA 
Klavern, and to further discourage them from engaging in 
activities bordering on intimidation. 

It is proposed that the charred remains of the 
wooden cross, together with the broken portion of the bottle 
referred to above, be placed in a securely wrapped package 
and addres s to the Harris County Coon Hunter's Club at the 
address o d I which address was used when he 

registered the above name. It is proposed arrangements be 
made through a local package delivery service, without 
revealing in any way the Bureau's c onnection w ith this matter, 
for this package to be delivered to l 1 residence at 

9 p.m., on a Tuesday night, either 7/12/66 or 7/19/66, if 
possible. A pretext could be used by a Bureau Agent that he 
was a member of this club and the delivery is desired to 
coincide with a special meeting of the club at which prizes 
are to be awarded to club members.

It Is anticipated that this package would then be 
delivered during one of these klavern meetings and would be 
opened and readily Identified by klansmen present. It is 
believed this would have a favorable psychological reaction 
which would tend to unnerve some of the weaker hearted members 
and perhaps convice other members that such activities could 
not be engaged in without their being identified and possibly 
prosecuted in the future. 

The Bureau’s early consideration to the above pro¬ 
posal would be appreciated, Inasmuch as the Harris County 
Unit No. 1 of the UKA is presently considering the rental of 
a building for future klan meetings, in order to avoid 
holding meetings in the residences of members.

On 8 / 9 / 66 , SA I I determned through a 

review of the records of the Drivers License Bureau, Oklahoma 
Department of Public Safety, Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, that 
Operator’s License No. 2021361 was issued 6 / 30/65 to CONNIE 
CHARLES LYNCH. The applicant for the license dated 6 / 30/65 
describes LYNCH as a white male, born 11/15/12, height 5'7", 
weight 145 pounds, gray eyes and brown hair. His address was 
listed as Box 923> ’'tewoka, Oklahoma. LYNCH indicated on the 
applicant that he was currently licensed in the State of 
California and that the license had expired m August, 1963 
LYNCH answered "No" to the question on the applicant which 
reads, "Has your driving privilege ever been suspended, revoked, 
cancelled or denied." 


The Oklahoma operator's license issued to LYNCH will 
expire 11/15/67- The records of the Drivers License Bureau 
contained no traffic violations against LYNCH.

drivers licenses. He stated that in the event a person applies 
for an Oklahoma drivers license and it is determined 
that his license has been suspended or revoked in some other 
state, the State of Oklahoma may or may not issue the license 
depending on the reason for the previous revocation or sus¬ 
pension. He stated that ordinarily the fact that a person 
has made a talse statement on his applicant regarding pre¬ 
vious suspensions or revocations would be sufficient to cancel 
the license issued.

in Oklahoma, the name is checked through the National Reg_stry 
in Washington, D.C., which agency advises if that person has 
ever had a suspended or revoked license. Following notification 
from the National Registry, the State of Oklahoma determines 
from the state involved the nature of the revoked or suspended 
license. 
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■ Oklahoma City adviced that fi'il the discussion with 
I it would appear that the State of Oklahoma could cancel 
subject' s Oklahoma driven- license based oa the false statement 
made on the applicant and his previous driving record in. 

California It would appear that the check made through the 
National Registry in Washington, D.C., did not reveal subject's 
prior suspensions. This could have been due to the Tact theL 
subject may have used a different first name on his drivers 
.Licenses in California and Florida. 

The Oklahoma City Office advised that in the event 
the Bureau desired further action be taken, it 
that the matter be handled through contact with 
who was considered to be conp}etely reliable and WAS WAS IA b 
position to initiate the action necessary to cancel subject's 
dr.'vers license. 

LYNCH, using the name CHARLES CONNIE LYNCH, was 
issued California license no Z4G5029, and as of IS^O resided 
at 129^0, 10th Street, Chino, California. This license has 
been revoked by the State of Csluornia. 

It is the feeding of the Los Angeles Office that the 
removal of LYNCH 1 s driving privilege could be best 
accomplished at the time of Lue arrest. It is to be noted 
that LYNCH was arrested m Baltimore, Maryland, in July lor inciting 
a not, and that ae recently as Sunday, 8/21/6b, he was arrested 
m Chicago, Illinois, for speaking at a rally without a permit. 

It is a matter of routine to peruse an individual's license at 
the time of arrest, and since LYNCH is using a Poet Office box 
on his license, it Is also logical for the arresting department 
to check his license out with the issuing state. If it could be 
determined exactly where the much traveled LYNCH was scheduled 
to speak, this p]an of depriving him of his driving privilege 
cou? d be accomplished. It is just abort certain that LYNCH will 
now continue to focus hie attention on racial trouble r oots like 
Chicago especially since he has made an "alliance" with ! I
